and helps produce in the common man the pride 
and joy of good work—a fellowship that helps restore 
the human solidarity that has been so largely de- 
stroyed by mass industrial society. 

The Rev. E. H. Robertson, Study Secretary of the 
United Bible Societies, tells of attempts now being 
made to deal with this need for fellowship in the 
industrial world. In Leeds, England there is an 
attempt to look in the home for the natural basis cf 
a restored community, and house churches have 
developed. There are two kinds—“‘intensive,” used 
for the deepening of the spiritual life of already active 
members of the church; 
and ‘“‘extensive,”’ used for 
evangelistic purposes and 
to extend the fellowship 
of the local churches. At 
such meetings, held regu- 
larly and according to a 
definite pattern and pro- 
gram, any pertinent sub- 
ject may be discussed; but 
eventually each group be- 
comes a worshiping unit 
reading and studying the 
Bible. 

Another example is the 
Iona Community in Scot- 
land, which is simply an 
association of clergy and 
laity to blend manual 
work with theology and 
worship and to discover together the meaning of the 
“Christian community” today. The community has 
sent an army of young ministers into the parishes 
of Scotland, particularly the industrial parishes. 

Many other examples have occurred in Wales, 
Germany, Holland, France and Finland, and now in 
the United States (See Buffalo Bible Week, page 
87, August Bible Society Record), so that the challenge 
is—wherever you are, in home, church or factory: 
“Tell everyone, everywhere and always.” JoZaINs 
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“In India, as in most parts of the world, 


HE VERY awareness of your history makes it im- 
TT possible for me to spend my time today in de- 
served praise of your Society, your General Commit- 
tee and General Secretaries, your nation, or even the 
Bible itself. Even now I can almost see the stalwart 
Quaker, Joseph John Gurney, the brother of Eliza- 
beth Fry, standing in silent protest and then repeat- 
ing his words of your 1821 annual meeting: ‘““When 
I remember that our object is a religious object, and 
that we come together as the unworthy subjects and 
servants of Our Lord Jesus Christ, I feel that we 
should not take the opportunity of bestowing praise 
on each other. . . We come to acknowledge, as in the 
dust, that we have all sinned and come short of His 
glory; and that, so far from having any degree of 
merit for what we have done, we have come to lament 
that we have done so little.” 

Friend Gurney is right; ‘‘we have done so little.” 
We can take pride in the more than eleven hundred 
million volumes distributed in the years of our two 
Societies until we realize, as Dr. Eric North recently 
pointed out, that in the lands of greatest missionary 
need, where the Bible Societies are the sole source of 
Scripture supply, we issue annually only one item of 
Scripture for every 190 persons. 

Despite our best efforts we are not even keeping up 
with the growth of world population. The United 
Nations estimates that world population is growing 
by forty-nine million a year. A number almost as 
large as the population of Great Britain is being 
aided every year to the people living on this earth 
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we are contesting for the minds and souls of men” 


—forty-nine million, and the total issues of all Bible 


Societies have yet to reach 30 million annually. 


We have increased our distribution in Africa: in 


1959 we reached a distribution of 2.481.922 volumes. 


But this was for a continent with 189,065,000 people 


and 3,063,400 Protestant church members. The Mil- 
lion Gospel Campaign is a start, but only a start, for a 
continent in such state of flux that yesterday’s in- 
formation may be in error today. This is our decade 


of decision. Dr. G. Kiano, a young political leader of 


Kenya, said in August of last year that the church was 
not now one of the major influences shaping the fu- 
ture of Africa, and added that if the church fails now, 
“I fear it will be too late 
in only five years’ time.” 
The Provisional Commit- 
tee of the new All Africa 
Church Conference has 
called for ‘“‘active evan- 
gelism and the taking of 
the Gospel even to the re- 
motest villages.”’ A million 
Gospels will be only a 
fraction of enough for that 
program. 

Nor are we keeping up 
with mounting world liter- 
acy. Estimates of increase 
vary, but even the most 
conservative show that 
“we have done so little.”

i In India the literate population of over six million, and 
ithe Bible Society of India and Ceylon, the British 
‘and American Societies and the National Bible Soci- 
jety of Scotland produced a 1959 distribution of only 
11,356,391. India is reading; the United Nations report 
shows that 37,519 new book titles were issued in India 
jin 1954 and 1955. Here, as in most of the world, we are 
} contesting for the minds and souls of men. The Foreign 
| Language Publishing House in Moscow is said to be 
pumping more than four million subsidized books a 
year into India. Is there any wonder that a grandson of 
Gandhi is reported to have said: “The missionaries 
taught us to read, but the Communists gave us books.” 
There is considerable reason to believe that every 
/national Bible Society will go forward in distribution 
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in this decade. Our present members will increase 
their gifts, and new friends will find the vision to give. 
God grant that it may be so. And God give us wisdom 
and guidance in what may well be the decade of de- 
cision for the Bible Societies. I tremble for what will 
be the judgment of God upon us if we fail, and we 
will fail unless we work together in increasing unity 
to seize neglected opportunities. Now, as never be- 
fore, we must live up to the estimate of Bible Societies 
expressed by William Wilberforce in your 1830 an- 
nual meeting, when he said: ‘‘It was the original 
glory of this Society that it disclaimed all those divi- 
sions which had too long existed among individual 
Christians who entertained the same grand views of 
their duty; and called upon all around to unite in 
giving the Scriptures, and to form one grand Society, 
that should concur in this important work. It desig- 
nates all the different Societies, which have since been 
established, kindred Societies; it hails them all as 
brethren, and rejoices in their success no less than in 
its own. Here we lose sight of those subordinate dis- 
tinctions which mark this lower world.” 

Ours is a global task and can be accomplished by 
nothing short of united action. In this we do not lose 
our identity as national Societies—our traditions will 
ever be alive—but we do extend our cooperation and 
find new methods of united action, for yesterday’s 
excellent way may not be good enough for today. Our 
two Societies set an example for the Christian world 
with the establishment of joint Agencies in the nine- 
teen-thirties. We have made some advances since that 
time, but above all, we need an increasing spirit of 
trust of each other which will lead to new concepts of 
cooperation. I not only bring you the official greetings 
of the Board of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, but also assure your General Committee and 
General Secretaries that the American Bible Society 
is ready to enter into closer cooperation with your 
Society in any area of the world. As Bible Societies, 
our tradition demands that we ignore ‘“‘those sub- 
ordinate distinctions that mark this lower world.”

CHALLENGE IN 
MEXICO

A girl’s hostel in Oaxaca 


HROUGHOUT Mexico you will find hostels where 
al resident missionaries of different denominations 
make a home for Christian boys and girls from vil- 
lages near and far, so that they may attend the public 
schools, which are under Mexican teachers and 
government control. ‘The purpose of these hostels is 
threefold: (1) they provide Christian homes, (2) they 
give the children an opportunity to attend classes in 
city schools, (3) they offer spiritual guidance in the 
form of Bible classes, outreach programs and Chris- 
tian fellowship. Such is the hostel we visited in Oaxaca 
under the guidance of Miss Ethel Doctor, a mis- 
sionary of the United Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A. We found twenty-five eager young girls from 
several villages in the area. Their dress was different 
their background different, even their language 
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different; but we found a group of girls united} 
under the love and guidance of Ethel Doctor ing 
the radiance of their Christian belief. 

Among the girls living in the hostel is an eighteen-+ 
year-old girl, Cirila Pérez, a Mixteco Indian, who is¢ 
the only woman in the tribe who has read the New? 
Testament in that language. She is a native of the? 
village of San Miguel de Grande in the State of! 
Oaxaca. Cirila feels strongly that she is God’s chosen 
instrument to open the Scriptures to her people and | 
wants with all her heart to “‘teach my people to read 
for themselves the story of Jesus and His love.’’ Since | 
there are 200,000 Mixteco Indians yet to read the) 
Scriptures in their own language, Cirila faces a stern 
challenge. What she says with joyful determination | 
is, “This is my job.”

The response to this 


effort at newspaper evangelism has been very encour- 


aging. The Calcutta Auxiliary reports one hundred 
and thirty-eight inquiries, and Bombay well over two 


hundred. Thousands are now taking Bible corres- 


-pondence courses. In Delhi a Hindu woman was so 
impressed by the reading of the story of the widow’s 
mite that she and eighteen other women formed a 
_ group for the study of the Gospel of Mark. It is hoped

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that in due course the Gospel will be published in all 
the important regional languages. 


HOLY LIGHT IN LATIN AMERICA 


The Holy Light of God’s Truth shines in Latin 
America more brightly than ever before. The joint 
labors of four Bible Societies last year resulted in a 
total circulation of 4,750,000 volumes, of which the 
American Bible Society provided subsidies for about 
seventy percent. This figure accounts for more than 
half of the Society’s total circulation abroad. This 
distribution is a primary factor in accessions to the 
Christian Church, which are more rapid in South 
America than in any other comparable area of the 
world. 


THE FAR REACHES 


Among the far reaches of the Society’s Stateside 
work is Alaska, whose northernmost settlement, Point 
Barrow, is served by three churches. About 160 miles 
east and south of the town is the isolated village of 
Anaktuvuk Pass. Here most of the Eskimo villagers 
have become Christians and are now busily engaged 
in building a church. There is deep gratitude on the 
part of Eskimos of Alaska for the Society’s work in 
publishing parts of the Bible in two of their tongues. 
‘““Now I know there is a God,” said one, ‘‘for He 
speaks Eskimo.’ —‘“Thank you, thank you,” said an- 
other; ‘‘now God speaks to my heart.” 


LIFE AND LIGHT IN THE UNITED STATES 


For the first time in the history of the Bible Society 
the circulation in the United States passed the nine 
million mark, due to an increase in available funds 
and to the growing awareness and realization on the 
part of the churches of America that the Scriptures, 
Bibles, Testaments or Portions, are tools for evange- 
lism. 
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SPIRITUAL AWAKENIN 


God Is Using New Ways to Awaken Spiritual Hunger Among Industrial Workers 


URROUNDED by aircraft, George Humphrey braced 
himself against a brisk Kansas breeze and sang 
lustily. 

Fellow workmen caught the signal and joined him 
in Gospel song. 

In minutes Bible study was under way on the Boe- 
ing Aircraft Factory runways in Wichita. 

Humphrey isn’t a pastor. He’s a tool and die maker 
whom the Lord is using to spread the Gospel to other 
tool and die makers. With the Spirit’s guidance he 
packs a potent lesson on Christian living into eighteen 
minutes of a forty-five minute lunch hour, Tuesdays 
and Thursdays. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, D.C., the lunch bell 
cuts‘machine-roar. Employees reach for lunch boxes 
—and Bibles. In the hangar of Capital Airlines en- 
gine overhaul shop heads bow thoughtfully as a 
worker reads. While sandwiches disappear and ther- 
moses empty, men discuss the meaning of a particular 
verse. 

Robert Pandolfi sparked the movement when he 
met informally with three fellow workers a year ago

Bibles come out of lunch boxes along with sandwiches, 
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for prayer. He’s a mechanic, a layman. 

The Lord used him in Washington. Similar groups . 
are meeting at two plants in Wisconsin and Virginia. 

In other office buildings and factories across the 
United States today a clear and unmistakable spir- 
itual awakening is taking place. Unnoticed by most 
clergymen, Bible study and prayer groups have mush- 
roomed in the least likely spots. Wholly unorganized, 
the movement appears to be plainly the work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The movement is not to be confused with manage- 
ment-sponsored industrial chaplains’ programs. 
Clearly spontaneous, the prayer and Bible study 
meetings may exist without management knowledge. 

In most cases the idea begins with a single person— 
usually a man. 

Out at Chicago’s mammoth Western Electric 
plant, noon hour sees different groups gathering daily 
in a nearby lunchroom. All participate in Bible study 
and prayer led by fellow employees or visiting speak- 
ers. 

Layman Chris Hamann tells how the meetings 
started when he learned of the ministry of Interna- 
tional Christian Leadership. 

Beneath a half-assembled plane in Fresno, Cali- 


and workers enthusiastically study. 
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fornia eight men disregard the deafening roar of com- 
pleted jets plunging into the sky above. One prays 
aloud. Another tells briefly of his work at the rescue 
mission over the weekend. A second describes his 
“guidance visit” to the jail. Another narrates part of 
his pastor’s sermon, asks for comments. A fourth re- 
lates a family problem caused by his stand for Christ 
and requests prayer. The elected leader picks up his 
Bible. Each man gauges food, has an empty mouth 
when it’s his turn to read. 
-- It’s a typical Monday lunch hour on the North 
American Company premises. Between ham sand- 
wiches and high chocolate cake, these men use every 
-minute of the precious hour off the job to delve into 
the Bible. 
These groups seek to testify of Christ to fellow 
workers and to draw spiritual strength from fellow- 
ship over His Word. 

It all started when two enthusiastic young laymen 
were transferred from Los Angeles, where they had 
initiated employee Bible study in the Southern Cali- 
fornia plant. 

Across the country in Huntingdon Valley, Penn- 
sylvania, lay worker Robert Cone caught a vision of 
industry for the Lord. 

Many corporations have placed their blessing upon 
these spontaneous prayer and Bible discussions. North 

American in California has found the movement pro- 
duces wholesome employee relations. 

There’s plenty of evidence everywhere that the 
Lord is working. Engineer Major Cribbs operated a 

night club on the side when he started going to classes

in his department. He sold the night club and bought 
a drug store to honor the Lord in his business. 

John Niver, an ordained Baptist minister, points 
to the tool and die Bible class as the turning point in 
his life. A young woman in engineering left her job 
to attend Bible school. 

At the Capital Airlines hangars in Washington, 
company officials point to an increase in morale and 
efficiency since the program started. Pandolfi reports 
workers discuss the devotions with wives and children 
and have a new sense of relaxation. Family worship 
has increased. 

Shop vulgarity has been curtailed. Gambling has 
decreased. One man gave up smoking because, as he 
put it, “It is not a good testimonial for a Christian 
life.’ Another has taken a six-month leave of absence 
to attend a Bible school in Richmond, Virginia. 

In some instances supervisors of one level or an- 
other have joined the fellowship. Hamann at Chi- 
cago’s Western Electric reports the ‘Tuesday luncheon 
eroup is made up almost entirely of supervisors— 
‘not intentionally.” Rather, it’s a matter of con- 
venience. 

More than one plant worker has caught the vision 
of Bible study and gone home to begin a class for his 
neighbors. 

Very significantly, the work of the Holy Spirit 
through plant and office Bible study dovetails with a 
broader movement on the home level. 

Today it is evident that He is effectually using the 
testimony of the redeemed who are willing to “‘say

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Presenting Officer P. F. Soares 


N AT LEAST two occasions attention has been 
O called to the Bible in connection with the 
Brazilian version of the television program, This Is 
Your Life. 

On June 3, TV Tupi of Rio de Janeiro featured 
Pedro Frederico Soares, a member of the Baptist 
Church of Neves. Mr. Soares is a police officer of the 
Federal District in Rio. The son of a humble laborer 
in the State of Minas Geraes, he heard the Gospel 
there for the first time. While still a very young man 
he came to Rio. Attracted by the marvelous message 
of salvation, he was converted and for many years 
was active in the Central Baptist Church. He led the 
preaching service in the open air at Campo de San- 
tana until the end of 1957, when he moved to South 
Gongalo in the State of Rio. 

As a police officer he gained the confidence of his 
colleagues and superiors. Responsible for the safety 
of the children in the Grupo Escolar Rodrigues Alves 
near the Catete Palace, he was noticed not only by 
the parents of the children, but also by the wife of the 
President, Sefiora Sara Lemos Kubitschek. He was 
admired and respected by all the people living in the 
district. Never armed with a weapon, he always had 
his Bible, which he read to the children around him 
in his free hours. 

At the TV program the major of the city, Negrao 
de Lima, presented him with a gold whistle. Various 
members of his company passed in review before him, 
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and the commander of his unit read the order of the 
day, praising his qualities as a zealous and exemplary 


officer. Also present were pastors Manoel Bento and | 
Alberto Araujo, the children’s choir of the Baptist 


Church of Neves and numerous school children. Mrs. 
Kubitschek sent a message in which he was presented 
with a house. 

Announcer Carlos Frias interviewed him in part 
as follows: 

‘Police officer Peter, we have heard that you never 


are armed, and that when your chief suggests that 


you carry a gun, you always request that you be per- 
mitted to dispense with it. Is this so?” 

“Yes,” answered Peter. 

‘““Why, Peter?” asked the announcer. 

“Because I already have a weapon from which 
nothing will separate me,” said Peter. 

‘“What weapon is that?” 

Peter took a copy of Holy Scripture from his pocket 
and showed it to the television audience, saying, 
“The Bible, the Word of God.” 

The announcer closed the interview with these 
words: ‘*'T’here, policeman Pedro, are your children, 
whose lives you protect... As a man of faith you are 
acquainted with these words in the Book of all truth: 
‘Suffer little children to come unto me. . . .” Officer 
Pedro Frederico Soares, angel of precinct number 
1057, black angel of the Rodriguez Alves School, 
This Is Your Life.”

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BIBLES FOR FIRE STATIONS 


Nee Martin Bruflat has seen many 
changes since he started working with the Fire 
Department in Los Angeles in 1897. As he watched 
how the men used their spare time in the station, he 
got the idea of starting a library. One of the first 
books he placed on the shelf was a Bible. 

While the men rested between their calls they 
read. At the close of the year Captain Bruflat noticed 
-how worn the Bible was from constant use. The men 
did not openly want to be seen reading the Bible but 
were willing to read it during their rest periods. As 
time went on, more Bibles were supplied. 

‘The Bibles got such heavy usage,” said Mr. Bru- 
flat, ‘“‘that we had to replace them regularly every 
two years. Since that time hundreds of Bibles have 
been supplied to men of all faiths in various fire sta- 
tions.”

Dr. Alfonso Rodriguez, H., President of 
Seminario Evangelico de ‘Teologia in 
Matanzas, Cuba, and a Vice President 
of the United Bible Societies, was intro- 
duced to the Board. Stating that it was a 
pleasure to be at the Bible House and to 
meet the members of the Board after three 
weeks in Europe, where he attended the 
meetings of the United Bible Societies, he 
reported that there will be an important 
meeting of the Latin American Congress in 
Peru next year and that he was anxious 
to get back to Cuba, which is the doorway 
to Latin America. 

The Standing Committees were elected 
for the coming year, 1960-61.

A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at 
the Bible House on Thursday, July 7, 
1960, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel Burke, 
LL.D., in the Chair.

The Rev. Dr. Arthur P. Whitney, newly 
appointed Executive Secretary for National 
Distribution, was introduced to the Board. 
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It was reported that a total of 8,108,616 
volumes were issued from the Bible House 
in New York from January through May, 
1960. 

Attention was called to the celebration 
of the 75th anniversary of the World Day of 
Prayer for which the Bible Society will 
print 250,000 copies of the Gospel of John 
with a special cover applicable to the Bible 
Study selection for the World Day of Prayer. 

A grant of 35,000 copies of the Sermon 
on the Mount and 10,000 New Testaments 
for the Boy Scout Jamboree to be held in 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, July 22-28, 
was approved. 

The Board approved the production of 
5,000 copies of the Christmas Portion in 
Aymara for distribution in Bolivia. 

The venerable Archdeacon Herbert M. 
Arrowsmith, Secretary of the British & 
Foreign Bible Society in Australia, was in- 
troduced to the Board, and spoke with ap- 
preciation of the leadership of the American 
Bible Society in the worldwide work of 
publication and distribution of the Scrip- 
tures and of its helpful cooperation with the 
United Bible Societies.
